Mates to develop uniform laws for absentee 


balloting for men in uniform away from 


home is one that should Is* given imme­ 


diate study by the several legislatures, as 
indications point to a continuance for years 
to come of millions of voting-age citizens in 
the service of their country. 
In tim e- past, including tile war years, 
there were cundtersome routines establish­ 
ed for soldier voting, btu they were so awk­ 
ward and so difficult of performance that 
the great m ass of men and women in the 
armed fortes were deprived of the Indio! 
even though the machinery for the vote 
was ostensibly available to them. 


Certainly one cannot disagree with Presi­ 
dent eisenhower'* contention that no serv­ 


ice personnel far from home should is* de­ 
nied the right of the ballot because ol clum­ 
sy laws or, even worse, no laws at all |wr- 
m itting the absentee voting. 
If the men in service and in veterans* 
hospitals are giving or have given loyal 
service to lite homeland, every effort should 
la* made to insure them their rights of sut- 
frage. 
And while we are discussing this matter, 
what about those absentees who are not in 
lite military service but who, through no 
fault of theil* own. are unable to reach the 
polling place iii time to cast a l»allot. 
Are these sick ami aged, to describe one 
segm ent of the voting populace, to la* re­ 
fused the ballot liecatiae of living bedridden 
or kicking the physical ability to go to the 
polls?

Without suggesting that the members of 
the Pennsylvania Turnpike Commission and 
its engineers are not qualified to plan for 
expansion o f the dream highway pattern in 
various sections of the state, we cannot In­ 
here that giving them blanket authority to 
Iniild is the solution for more expeditious 
development of our own network of turn­ 
pikes now well advanced. 


Certainly the theory that studies should

Since this litigation started on No* em lier .TO. 1053, many people have been confused bv rumors and nii-uriderstamlings. 
So that every- 


one may ha*e a clear under-landing of the facts, a review of the record is in order. 


In Dei ember, 1931 the Governors of Pennsylvania anil New Jersey signed an Agreement erecting the Delaware River Joint l oll Bridge 


Commission. 
Among other purpose#, the Commi«»ion was empowered to build new bridges across the Delaware Riser with funds obtained by 


the sale of bond* to lie redeemed by loll revenues. 


I ii J iii v. 1917 the Governors executed a Supplemental Agreement reciting that mans bridge* aeries the Delaware River were inadequate 


and 
u n safe, and directing the Commission to replace such bridges with new, modern toll bridles. 
This Supplement granted complete rli*rre- 


lion to the Commistion to determine finch bridges were to lie closed and demolished and to determine the location of new bridges. 


Tlie-e two Agreements, or Compacts, were signed by the Governor* In accordance with Statutes enacted by their Legislatures. 
Both 


Compacts were approved b* the Congress of the I oiled States. 


Hie Commission s 1950 Annual Report made public the determination hy the Commission that, based on engineering surveys, the Lpper 


Mount RetliebDelawarr; Portland I oliiinbia; and Milford-Montague Bridge* were inadequate and unsafe to serve the public in time of peace 


or the armed forces iii time of war and shoiihl be replaced. 


The 1951 Annual Report related the beginning of the construction of new toll bridges at Portland-Columbia; Delaware Water Gap; and 


Milford Montague. The report related tile decision to protect the safety of the public by closing and demolishing the Lpper Mount Betbel-Dela- 


w are and Milford-Monlague Bridges and by limiting the Portland-Columbia Bridge to pedestrian traffic. 
This decision was made permanent in 


a covenant by the Commission whereby prospective purchaser* of bridge revenue bonds were assured that there would lie no competing free 
e 
bridge* in (lie vicinity of the new toll bridges. 


'Hie three new toll bridges were opened to traffic iii December, 1953. On the day before the opening of the new Portland-Columbia loll 


Bridge, suit*wa* filed iu the Lnited States District Court in Trenton seeking to prohibit the rioting and demolition of the I pper Mount Hetheb 


Delaware Bridge. 


Judge Philip Forman of the Coiled State* District Court for the District of New Jersey recognized that (A) the Legislatures would not 


appropriate tat money to provitle additional free bridges across the Delaware River. 
He commented upon the change iu economic philosophy 


that rcMiltrd in construction programs being financed on the theory that those who enjoy new public facilities must pay for them. 


Renewing the Compact* ami activities of the Commission, Judge Forman noted (Bi the Commission * broad discretionary power* and th# 


fact (C l that the Comm is* ion Iud made public it* intention to follow its legislative mandate by replacing the I pper Afoiint Bribe! Delaware 


and the other two bridge*. 


NL itll reference to the Plaintiff* complaint that the location of the old bridge happen* to be more convenient for them. Judge Forman 


(minted out I DI that these Plaintiff* were in no worse position than the proprietor of a gas station when the road in front of his place of busi­ 


ne** was relocated a* part of a highway improvement. 
The law afford* no relief under these circumstances. 


(ii conclusion. Judge Forman characterized (L l the Plaintiffs objectives a* contrary to the intent of the legislatures. 


When Judge Forman dismissed the Complaint and entered judgment in favor of the Commistion, the Plaintiffs took the ra*e to the 


Lnited States ( our! of Appeal* for the Third Circuit in Philadelphia. 


Circuit Jmlfc* Herbert F. Goodrich, Harry F.. Kalodner, and William H. Ha*tie, in an opinion filed November 17, 1954, agreed (F ) 


with the reasoning and affirmed the decision of Judge Forman. 
• 


The Appellate Court opinion held (GI that the language of the legislatures contained in the Compacts is so dear as to permit no con­ 


struction different from that placed on it by the Commission. 
The Court emphatically (H j rejected tho contention of the Plaintiffs. 


The Court of Appeals recognized that (I) the construction of new facilities including, incidentally, the doting and demolition of the 


I pper Alourit Bethel Delaware Bridge, resulted from careful stud) by the Commission in furtherance of the public welfare. 


'The Plaintiffs then applied to the Lnited States Supreme Court for a writ of certiorari which, if granted, would have entitled them to 


argue their case in VI ash ingle*ii. 
Their petition was denied by the Supreme Court on February Ll, 1955. 


Hie Commission ha* performed the duty and exercised the authority granted it by the Legislatures, with the approval of Congress arid 


interpreted by the Courts, to provide modern, safe transportation facilities. 
These bridges will meet the requirements and serve best the needs 


of all who reside in the vicinity of or travel along the 120 miles of river frontage within the Commission's jurisdiction. 
The Commission, in 


fulfillment of the legislative mandate of the Compact*, will continue to rxerci*e this authority in a manner that will promote the interests of 


the two States. 
It will provide and maintain facilities that best serve the public arid further our national defense and security.
